(AP) —Steelmen 
are debating the question of prices 
for the second time in six months. 
In April the question was wheth­ 
er prices could be raised. After a 
trial of a couple of days, it was 
decided it wasn’t politic to raise 
them. 
Today the question is whether 
prices can be maintained. 
Most steelmen say they can 
They base their hopes on an ex­ 
pected rise of orders for Novem­ 
ber. Good news from the auto in­ 
dustry is a strong argument. And 
the high cost of making 
steel 
dampens any ardor for competi­ 
tive price cutting. Most steel exec­ 
utives say prices must go up soon­ 
er or later 
But last week saw two develop­ 
ments that have some outside the 
steel industry wondering. 
1. Steel production turned down 
after a three weeks advance and 
in the face of predictions it would 
continue to rise. 
2. West Coast steel prices were 
trimmed. And there was sharp di­ 


vision of opinion as to what this 
might— do to eastern prices. 
The drop in production came in 
all 
areas 
except 
those 
around 
Cleveland, Detroit and Cincinnati. 
In most cases the cutbacks were 
minor. Butt hey kep output from 
rising, as hoped, to better than 60 
per cent of unofficial estimates of 
steel production capacity. 
Thanks largely to booming busi­ 
ness in January, February and 
March, steel output for the year to 
date still runs nicely ahead of 
1961, which was plagued by an in­ 
dustrial recession. 
Steelmen think November busi­ 
ness should be better for them. 
For one thing, they think that by 
then the auto industry surely will 
be increasing its orders. Auto out­ 
put and sales have been encourag­ 
ingly healthy but the industry ap­ 
pears to have built up a bigger 
stock of steel than Hie mills had 
thought and auto orders for the 
metal haven’t jumped. 
At best, though, steelmen look 
for only a moderate increase in

demand the rest of this year 
The question raised by the drop 
in steel prices on the West Coast 
is another matter.

Ohio (A P)—State 
Auditor Jam es A. Rhodes issued 
a report Tuesday saying Ohio op­ 
erated $4,405,375 ‘in the red" for 
the first quarter of the new fiscal 
year. 
He said this deficit operation

revenue 
fund figures showing expenditures 
of 
$195,238,225 
and 
receipts 
of 
$190,832,850 and was exclusive of 
highway, liquor and wildlife funds. 
The 
auditor 
said 
the 
deficit 
would have been somewhat high­ 
er if there had been no transfer 
to the general revenue fund of 
$19 million in liquor profits to en­ 
able the state to pay the quarter­ 
ly distribution of the school foun­ 
dation funds. 
His report said during the same 
quarter last year, only $7.5 million 
in liquor profits were transfer­ 
red to the general 
revenue fund. 
It also said expenditurs of tile 
last three months were $5.2 mil­ 
lion above the $190,037,738 spent 
last year while receipts 
were up 
$20.4 million over the recenues of 
$170,422,436 last year. 
Other figures showed that the 
IO m ajor sources of revenue pro­ 
duced SJ07.070.654 for the q u ar­ 
ter, up $7,710,341 over last year.

Justice Department said 
Cities Service and Sinclair WTre 
accused of agreeing not to com­ 
pete with Richfield or with each 
other in six Western states—Cal- 
ifoma, Oregon.

Nor did he spell out what help 
this country 
will 
give the anti- 
Castroites outside Cuba. Short of 
an eventual invasion by them it

His father, Baron Magnus von 
Braun, was exposed to as many 
ups and downs in his son s early 
school career as any space-age 
father. 
The elder Von Braun, at 84 an 
imposing man with a short white 
beard, recalled in an interview 
that his son failed the 9th grade 
because he wasn’t interested in 
the arithmetic and kindred sub­ 
jects he later found essential to 
his career. 
W’eraher 
von 
Braun, 
whose 
complex calculations years later 
were to send the first U.S. space 
satellite into orbit, at the time 
was enrolled at Berlin’s exclusive 
College Royal Francaise. 
His father, a wealthy landowner 
in 
Lower 
Silesia, 
was 
general 
manager of an agricultural lend­ 
ing bank in Berlin. 
Speaking of the Berlin school, 
he 
said: 
"I 
enrolled 
Wernher 
there to give him a background 
in languages. Most of the school’s 
subjects were taught in French. 
"Unfortunately, languages bored 
him terribly at this tim e." 
Even then, however, Wernher 
was interested in the heavens 
"His 
mother, 
who 
influenced 
him greatly during her life, had 
a great interest in astronomy and 
lit in him a passion for the skies," 
the baron said. "He would'spend 
hour after hour looking through 
a telescope." 
The elder Von Braun said he 
could not recall his son’s early 
rocket experiments, the expert 
ments which led him to develop 
the V2 rocket for the Germans 
in World War II 
After 
Wernher 
failed 
at the 
Berlin school, his parents decided 
he needed a change of environ­ 
ment 
and 
enrolled 
him 
at 
a 
boarding school at Ettersburgh, 
near Weimar. 
It was at the Hermann Lietz 
High School at Speikeroog, on the 
North 
Sea, 
that 
the 
trend 
changed. 
"When I opened a letter from 
the school I got a big surprise," 
the father said proudly. "It said 
W’em her was way ahead of his 
class in mathematics and that his 
progress was remarkable. 
"Later I was told that he had 


substituted for a sick teacher and 
taught the final school year in 
mathem atics." 
The baron said his other two 
sons sailed through school with 
little trouble. 
The eldest, Sigismund, is a dip­ 
lomat recently appointed observer 
for the West German government 
at the United Nations. Magnus, 
the youngest, is an executive with 
Chrysler Corp. in Detroit.

Salute to 
GE Plant Opened in 1948; 
Advances Still Being Made 


EDITOR’S NOTE — As a salute 
to industry, the Circleville A r e a 
Cham ber of Commerce and The 
Herald have undertaken to com ­ 
pile and publish a series of back­ 
ground stories on industry and the 
valuable part it plays in this com­ 
munity- The city is proud of its 
industries and the vital role they 
assum e 
in 
promoting 
progress 
here. Today’s story tells of pro­ 
duction at General Electric s Cir­ 
cleville Lam p plant. 


Construction of General 
Flee-1 
trie ’s Circleville Lamp plant be­ 
gan in early 
1948 and the first 
lamps were shipped out in Decem­ 
ber of the same year. 
The final selection of Circle­ 
ville as a plant site followed a 
survey conducted during the 1947 
Pumpkin .Show to determ ine if 
sufficient people were interested 
in working in a light assembly 
m anufacturing o p e r a t i o n . A 
great 
interest 
was 
s h o w n 
when 1,302 persons registered. 
Although the survey was con­ 
ducted, the company w as not iden­ 
tified until the following month 
when purchase of land and start 
of construction was announced. 
The plant was orginally built to 
m anufacture the 
then 
new- 
one- 
inch diam eter eight - foot l o n g 
Slimline lamp. Also, the plant’s 
em ploym ent was not expected to 
exceed 500 employes. 
* • • 
BY 1958, IO years later, m any 
additional new 
lam p 
types 
had 
been added — including appropre 
ately, the Circline Lam p —- and 
production and employment were 
far beyond expectations. In fact, 
two local warehouses were being 
used, plus warehousing in Colum­ 
bus and Cleveland. 
In 1958 the plant size was al­ 
most doubled, adding m anufactur­ 
ing space, warehouse space, office 
space and a new large conference 
room. The plant now has 353 OOO 
square feet of space, approxim ate­ 
ly eight acres under roof. Also 
in 1958 an additional twenty five 
acres were bought bringing total 
property up to 50 acres. 
General Electric showed its con­ 
fidence in the city’s future. The 
company thus had found the ne­ 
cessary good business clim ate, suf­ 
ficient num ber of people interest­ 
ed in making a quality product 
and the other business factors af- 
f ding cost and service to custo­ 
m ers to justify a m ajor expansion 
of production capacity and facilit­ 
ies here at Circleville vs. other lo­ 
cations.

The Circleville plant is now the 
largest General Electric Fluores­ 
cent Lamp facility.

can states. It is a definition of in­ 
sanity requiring proof that an ac­ 
cused, because of his mental state 
did not know “ the nature and 
quality of the act he was doing, 
or if he did know it, that he did 
not know he was doing what was 
wrong.” 
It has been in use over IOO 
years — since 
before 
Sigmund 
Freud was born, and came from 
an English case in 1843 when a 
man named M’Naghten was found 
“not guilty by reason of insanity” 
of tile killing of the secretary of 
Sir Robert Peel. 
According to CBS’ advance no­ 
tice, “The Defenders” will chal­ 
lenge 
the 
venerable 
yardstick. 
This will not, probably, be as dar­ 
ing as the series’ controversial 
show last season on illegal opera­ 
tions, for the M'Naghten rule has 
been the subject of endless legal 
debate as well as criticism by 
lawyers and psychiatrists.
